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What Is The Legal Effect 
Of The Death Penalty Referendum? 

The final and complete wording of the November referendum is: 
“Shall the Commonwealth of Massachusetts retain capital punish¬ 
ment for crime?” To vote against the death penalty, vote NO. 
Tlie language of the referendum makes no reference to the crime of 
murder (as distinct from other crimes) and no mention is made of 
any alternative penalty. 

The legislative resolution authorizing the referendum reads in 
part: “... .if a majority of said votes is in the negative, it shall be 
deemed and taken to be the will of the people that the general court 
(the legislature) shall enact the legislation aboli.-^hing capital puni.sh- 
ment for crime.” Plowever, the vote on tl:e referendum itself is 
not legally binding in any way on the legislature; its effect is advi¬ 
sory only. Present law—which provides the death penalty for first 
degree (premeditated and felony) murder—will not be directly af¬ 
fected at all. 

The Massachusetts death penalty referendum was approved by 
the legislature in October, 1967, as an amendment to the bill—.sub¬ 
mitted originally by Governor .John Volpe—calling for a special study 
commission on the deterent effects of the death penalty.—The amend¬ 
ment was originally introduced by Senator Mary Fonseca (D-Fall 
■River), whom The Poston Globe described as “a strong advocate of 
capital punishment." 

Discussion of a referendum on capital puni.^hment in iVIassacliu- 
setts ha.s been heard for many years, particularly in connection with 
proposals to authorize legislative study of the death penalty. Rep¬ 
resentative Alexander J. Celia of Medford wrote a vigorous attack 
on any such referendum in the 1958 Report of the Special Commis¬ 
sion on tlie Death Penalty. As he pointed out, when the death 
penalty is provided (as it is in Massachusetts) as a statutorily-im¬ 
posed punishment in the regular penal code, there is no particular 
reason to refer this matter to the people foi* their vote. It is the. 
revsponsibility of tlie legislatui-e to review and levise the penal code 
in its entirety; only the legislature can cojiduct the serious study 
which must pr-ececle such i-evision. 

Current information on public opinion in the Commonwealth, 
however, suggests that sentiment is nearly equally divided and that 
retentionists will not be vindicated at the polls this November as 
they may have expected they would be. 

Thei'e is no recoi-d in the United States of any other legislature 
peeking a purely advisory referendum on the de.ath penalty. Such 
referenda as there have been elsewhere in recent years on the death 
penalty (Oregon in 1964, Colorado in 1966) have had dh'cct legal 
effect on I’etention or abolition. The Oregon referendum repealed 
the death penalty by a large majoi'ity (6 to 2); the Colorado re¬ 
ferendum sustained the death penally by a large majority (2 to 1).
